As he entered the federal 
building, the Chicago mayor 
dodged an attempt by defend- 
ants in the trial to “indict” 
him in behalf of, among 
others, “all the long-haired 
people who have been 
harassed and maligned in the 
city because of their culture.” 

But Dayley’s long-awaited 
appearance at the trial of 
seven men charged with 
spiritg to incite riots during 
the convention did not proceed 
peacefully.

Five Major Dangers for the Decade 


The alternative was to inundate our 
globe with hundreds of millions of people 
who could not be fed or housed, thus 
imprisoning in misery not merely the 
new additions but many of the rest.~ 

This terrifying prospect has not been 
banished, any more than the peril of the 
environment has been removed. But a 
serious, organized effort to limit the 
damage has begun in many parts of thé 
world. 

@ Avoidance of nuclear holocaust. 
The military danger of the 1970's seems 
certain. to stem primarily from China. 
The United States and the Soviet Union, 
for their part, are feeling their way 
toward a stabler*relationship; but China 
has yet to contribute to easing the peril. 

By decade’s end, Peking may well 
have the power to engage, and griev- 
ously to injure, both of today’s nuclear 
giants. Whether, and if so how, she plans 
to use that power cannot be known. 

Efforts are under way to influence 


her decisipns. Both the Soviet Union and.‘ 


the United States ere groping for 
leverage in Peking. Neither has yet 
obtained it. 

The decade of the 70's is Hkggy to.see 
a continuation of half-war and half-peace 
in the Middle East. It is likely to record 
an unsatisfactory end to the Vietnam 
tragedy, perhaps in the collapse of 
Saigon’s generals as American support is 
withdrawn. 

The 70’s may see political and 
economic transformation in Europe, and 
the emergence of Japan and Germany as 
great powers. But details are less 
important than the overriding question of 
survival — and on this.level, the ‘‘North- 
South’ conflict, the poisoning of the 
environment, ‘the population explosion, 
and the taming of Red China will provide 
the critical keys.

As the Rolling Stones sang 
their hit song before some 
300,000 people at the Altamont 
Calif: Speedway the niight of 
Dec. .6,°a young black man 
was chased, from a point a 
few yards from where the 
famous English rock group 
was performing, beaten with 
weighted and sawed-off bil- 
liard cues and stabbed to 
death. Only his. white girl 
friend tried to save him. 

The killers were bikers, 
members of the Hell’s Angels, 
who were invited-by some of 
the spons the Rolling 
Stones’ free concert to act as 
rentacops in exchange for $500 
worth of beer. Another person 
died by drowning—a possible 
suicide—and two more were 
killed by a hit-and-run driver. 

From the reconstruction of 
what happened, it now ap- 
pears that scores were-beaten 
and injured, not only by 
bikers but also by others in 
the vast drunk and drugged 
crowd. 


‘Dominated 
By Violence’ 


“Even the most incomplete 
medical reports show that this 
festival was dominated by 
violence. The volunteer 
medics treated more than just 
the usual bad trips and. cut 
feet. They also treated dozens 
of lacerations and skull frac- 
tures. On top of these, they 
had an extraordinary number 
of’ bad trips—seemingly in- 
duced by the violence around 
them. 

“People . sitting near the 
stage said they could feel the 
wave. of paranoia spreading 
through the stoned crowd with 
each beating.

wrapups.

The-people who put Wood- 
stock together worked at the 
preparations for weeks be- 
forehand. They didn’t hire a 
bunch of racist hoods to play 
cop, but got real policemen 
who knew the best way to 
preserve the public peace was 
to build as much of a social 
structure as possible so that 
order would be preserved, as 
it usually is, by the voluntary 
co-operation of the people’ in 
the community.

It also wants magistrates to 
bear down harder on fans 
found guilty of disorderly 
conduct, with punishment 
being made to fit the serious- 
ness of their wrongdoing. 

Lang's committee is anxious 
to see new and streamlined 
forms of crowd surveillance 
together with extra seating 
accommodation for fans and 
separate spaces’ for younger 
spéctators. 

A key recommendation calls 
for plastic containers instead 
of. the bottles and cans 
currently used for serving 
beer and liquor to soccer fans. 
The old-fashioned receptacles 
can easily be pressed into 
service. as missiles and 
weapons by spectators in 
times of high-pitch excitement 
at soccer matches.

Saanich Looks 
At 5.6 Mill 


Increase 


The 1970 provisional budget for Saanich 
indicates a 5.6 mill increase in the tax rate. 

“However, this is not as alarming as it seems,” 
comptroller-treasurer John Tribe reassured Coun- 
cil Monday night. 

Last year the provisional budget indicated a 
severi-mill increase, recalled Tribe, but the increase 
when the main budget was approved was 3. 65 mills 
for municipal and debt purposes. 

The provisional budget totals $12.7 million, an 
increase of about $1.5 million over 1969. No 


changes were made, however, for education costs _ 


which are set separately by school boards. 

Of the $1.5 million ,' $428,000 is for 
garbage collection and so the actual 
increase is about. $1.1 million as a_ direct 
comparison with 1969. 

The municipality is moving into the garbage 
collection business itself this month, replacing the 
previous private contract arrangement, and the 
provisional budget expects this well be reflected in 
the mill rate rather than the per-household charge 
under the private system. 


‘Final Budget Figure in Spring 

The provisional budget is the authorization for 
council to. spend.funds during the early part of the 
year and is considered in detail in the spring before 
the final budget is set. 

Tt is at that time that the mill rate is set. This 
is applied against the assessed value of individual 
properties. 

The provisional budget reflects 1970 wages for 
inside and outside staff and the police because of 
two-year union agreements, Salaries tobe settled 
are those of firefighters and non-union staff.

@ An increase of $75,000 in administration, 
providing for a full year of operation of. the

A Pain In the...

We splendid we, are friendly 


but firm with our children, ; 


sensible about’ food and 
budgeting, gay. and adaptable 
in our social lives, 

It is only wicked they, of 
course, who are careless and 
selfish and mean. 

Well, that's what.we think; 
but the babysitters take a 
very different view. 


Anyone who thinks baby- 


sitting is a matter of reading 
a book near a sleeping child 
has got it wrong for a start. 
Ghastly «things happen to 
sitters, 


I've talked to one whose_ 


charge threw nail varnish in 
her eyes, another who was 
locked in with the . children 
from -11*-a.m, - till midnight, 
never mind fire or emergency. 
There are sitters who have 
spent hours trying to talk two 
children off the top of a 
dresser. 

One had to stand in the rain 
changing her shoes before she 
was allowed on the carpet; 
another was attacked -outside 
a flat as she came home with 
a baby and a boy; plenty have 
passes made at them by 
sloshed poppas on the drive 
home and often they are 
erawled over by relaxed, 
delightful children who are 


filthy enough to send the 
sitter screaming for an anti- 
‘septic bath. z 
There are sitters and sitters, 
of course. People's arrange- 


ments vary wildly, but most - 


have some sort of snag. 

Get a trained sitter from a 
good agency, she won’t be the 
same one every time and the 
children may play up a 
stranger. 

Get a local schoolgirl: you 
have to leave the party early 
because she needs her sleep, 
and can she cope in a crisis? 

There’s a limit, alas, to the 

exploitation of grandmothers. 
Some mothers sit for each 
other on a rota; but there's 
always someone who. never 
seems to sit her share, and to 
have neighbors poking 
around your home can be a 
bit too intrusive. 


- One woman came back at 


nine with a man and.sent. the 
sitter. home; everyone knew 
— even you do, now. 

There are plenty of horror 
stories: the sitter found in a 
pot-smoked haze, or. the one 
who just stopped a. boy from 
pushing his brother through 
an upstairs window, and the 
parents who forgot to mention 
that their children, for laughs, 
would turn on the gas and go 
into a coma. 


Hymnal Doesn't Help 


It’s easy enough to shrug 
those off as happening only to 
other people — but it seems 
that pretty dreadful things are 
done in situations that seem 
quite OK. 

Much the most 
problem is sheer 
briefing. Parents rush out 
without. saying where the 
diapers_are,. or the doctor, or 
‘even the baby; they forget to 
tell the sitter the name for 
the bit of blanket (teddy bears 
are ‘out, it seems) without 
which the child will wail all 
evening. 

We shudder at the man who 
locks the fridge before he 
goes, out — but plenty don’t 
tell a sitter what she can eat, 
or say “Help yourself’ when 
there’s nothing in the fridge 
but the breakfast egg. 

One church organist spent 
four hours trying to quieten a 
baby; she sang her way 
through the whole of the 
English Hymnal before some- 
one came home and told her 
it preferred to sleep on its 
face, 

We used to keep a board 
with essential information on 
it, and that made.us feel 


common 
lack, of 


pretty smug; but we once 
terrified a sitter by forgetting ~ 
to tell her about our odd self- 
flushing lavatory. 

She thought it was a con- 
cealed old person in the base- 
ment,-or at very best a ghost 
with a weak bladder. 

What we see as the innocent 
peculiarities of our lives look 
pretty sick to sitters. 

The mother who insists that 
the child’s milk be heated in 
three separate goes is a 
neurotic fusspot; the father 
who bandaged his daughter's 
fingers to stop them being 
sucked seemed a. tyrannical 
nut. 

The ones. who like today's 
children praise their greater 
maturity and articulateness, . 
the fact that parents tell them 
more; though some still hope 
the child won’t wake, and 
leave without warning him 
that he may see a strange 
face if he does by Heaven 
I’ve done that 

Most permissj 
extremely b out of a 
sitter survey: your dear little 
boisterous babes sc¢em merely 
wretched and uncontrollable to 
a less-committed eyes. 


For Pete’s Sake, Go 


And sitters can’t stand the 
parent who. dithers. on the 
doorstep while the child works 
itself up—if you're going, they 
say, for Pete's sake, go. 

Possibly our biggest kink is 
our willingness to leave our 
children in such strange hands 
at all. We are not the worst: 
there are, unbelievably, edu- 
cated and otherwise sensible 
people who will leave their 
children alone altogether; but 
maybe we are not half fussy 
enough. 

“It's“ easy. to see how it 
happens: you flap. mightily 
the first few times and get 
excellent people from a known 
source. When nothing’s gone 
wrong for months you get 
careless, and before you know 
-where you are you've settled 
for sonte old - biddy who 
sozzles up your gin, or a 
frippett who comes. complete 
with boyfriend, bottle or high

screaming temperament. 

You start by coming home 
on time and telephoning dur- 
ing the evening: you end up 
coming in at four when you 
said it would be 11. 

No doubt most are OK, but 
it’s jolly hard to be sure what 
you're in for.

As Doors Open for Women Drinkers 
A Host of Alcoholics Comes In 


By DEE WEDEMEYER 

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
years of drinking behind 
closed doors, having excuses 
made for her “‘nerves’’, bein 
protected until -she quietly 
drank herself to death, the 
woman alcoholic -is coming 
out into the open. 


In some cases, she’s just 
doing her drinking publicly. 
But more and more, she's 
seeking help and discovering 
she's not alone. 

The U.S. National Council 
on Alcoholism estimates 
there are more than 1,000,000 
women alcoholics in the 
United States. 


Alcoholics Anonymous says 
that about one in four of its 
U.S. members are women. 

‘Today there are probably 
as many women alcoholics as 
men,’ said Harvey Fiske of 
ti National Council on Alco- 
holism. 

“And they may be doing 
more damage and be even 
further away from help than 


men. We are doing a great 
deal for men in industry but 
we are not even touching 
women.” 


DOUBLE STANDARD 


Ironically, at‘a time when 
women are drinking ‘publicly 
more than ever before, the old 
double standard for women 


still makes people hesitant to» 


label. women as _ alcoholic, 
Fiske said. Z ; 

“We don't like to think_of 
women -—a-s- drunks,” said 
Fiske. : 


“We don’t want anyone but 
the mother taking care of the 
children, We don't think of 
women on skid row. That's 
because they aren't there. I'll 
tell_vou where they are. 

“They are behind the picket 
fence, behind the picture 
window. The woman alcoholic 
is basically the hidden 
aleoholic.”

said.

“My parents were involved 
in music, and naturally they 
had me playing the piano 
since I was four.

TORONTO (CP) — Finance 
Minister Benson said Monday 
there will be major changes in 
his white paper on tax reform 
before it becomes a legislative 
bill. 

“Some things in it simply 
won't work,” he told 600 
businessmen at the Canadian 
Club of Toronto’s annual 
luncheon with the federal 
finance minister. 

At a news conference later he 
refused to specify the unwork- 
able proposals. He said he will 
spell them out “soon” to the 
parliamentary committee on tax 
reform. 

But in his talk, which con- 


written questions from his audi- 
ence, he pinpointed those pro- 
posals which are receiving 
criticism from Canadian tax- 
payers, 


They are: 
@ The five-year revaluation |

“This may mean re-negotiat-

Oak Bay Keeps 
Door Closed 
On Council 


Greater Victoria’s first woman mayor and 
three new aldermen made no difference to_ Oak 
Bay council’s format. when it met-for its first 1970 
meéeting Monday. The routine was the same — 
“decisions in committee or in secret. 


Monday’s session ended abruptly when the 
public-and press were asked to leave so that council 
could consider in secret a request by the University 
Ratepayers Association that'court costs be dropped 
by council against Conrad Watling, 3564 Redwood, 
and Percival Bragg, 8544 Henderson. , 


The two. men unsuccessfully sought in 
Supreme Court to have the council’s bylaw 
rezoning the former Victoria Riding Academy land 
for high-rise development declared void. 


Alderman Doug Watts asked that the press be 
allowed to stay but was outvoted. New council 
member, Ald. Brian Smith seconded the motion 
that the council make its decision in secret. 


Before her election, Mayor Frances Elford had 
said she ‘would consider streamlining .the council’s 
business by abolishing the committee method and 
conducting more business at council meetings. 


There was no hint of this Monday. 
‘ e 


Instead, she appointed the customary A and B 
committees which have conducted municipal 
business during the past years. B committee, which 
deals with streets and traffic problems, public 
works and parks. is open: to the press. A committee, 
largely concerned with zoning and finance, is not. 


In her-inaugural address, Mayor Elford said 
she hoped that the Greater Victoria Public Library 
Board would include operating expenses for an 
Oak Bay branch library in its 1970 budget. She 
steps down as board chairman Jan, 31. She added 
that the municipality has sufficient funds.on hand 
to build the library. 


Mayor Elford said Oak Bay owned the land on 
which a proposed community and senior citizens’ 
centre would be built but would have to sell surplus 
land to provide funds for the construction. She said 
that it would be up to council to decide whether a 
referendum was necessary. 


Propery owners, the mayor said, would be 
given a chance to vote on ‘the expenditure of 
money received from the sale of the Victoria 
Riding Academy land, earmarked for a swimming 
pool and ice arena.

Stating that the final stages of the Windsof : 


Park Pavilion would ‘be completed early this year, 
Mayor Elford promised that consideration would 
be given on the provision of a similar pavilion in 
Henderson Park. 

Supporting former mayor Fred Hawes’ stand 
on apartment development, she said it was a 
necessary factor, not only in order to widen the tax 
base but also to help meet»the national housing 
crisis. 

Mayor Elford stressed the need for acute care 
beds and support for the hospital réferendum due 
to go to the electorate this year. 


Deploring the transfer of financial burdens 
“which in our view should be provincial rather 
than municipal”, Mayor Elford hoped that council 
would.give serious study to some method of 
deferred payments of tax increases for taxpayers 
whose financial position would bé made desperate 
by the increased load. 


A 25 per cent increase in the proposed budget 
of the Capital Region board drew over-all criticism 
from council, spearheaded by.Ald. Ajex Hendry.

He called the budget “extremly unsatis- 
factory” and deplored the fact that contributing 
municipalities had no say in passing or rejecting it. 


“We were told last year that there were 
several expenditures that had to be made, creating 
a large outlay.
